Thornton's mustachio, sharply pointed 
at both ends, seemed to be u sort of 
warning signal for the defense not to 
aak for the earth, legally speaking. The 
defense was evidently determined to ask 
for more than it would get ami the pros- 
ecution was equally determined to give 
less than tbe defence really thought it 
ought to have.

AlinoHt Quo irumlro.l Mll.'i uii Hour. 
What is believed to bo tho fastest time 


on record was mado by a compound loco- 
motive of the Vanclain typo on the 
Bound Droolc ruulo between Philadelphia 
uml New Yorh on Friday evening, Nov. 
18. The locomotive. No. 885, was nt- 
lachiMl to Iho regular 5:15 p. m. cspi 
from Philadelphia, which consisted of 
four cars. A number of very rapid runs 
of; several miles were made. Between 
Jenkintown and Yardley five successive 
miles were run in 203 seconds, or at the 
rate of eighty-eight miles per hour, and 
near Neshaminy ti mile was made in 
thirty-nine seconds. 


Tho record was broken, however, be- 


tween Pluinlichl nnd Elizabeth on tlio 
lino of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey, where one milo was run in 
thirlj'-seven seconds, and two successive 
miles in seventy-live seconds, or at tho 
rate of ninety-seven miles per hour.
